Mr, Greg¬
ory ««aid that he hoped to die while fox
hunting.

The board did. not' succeed in effecting'
any consolidation of Ktiperfni.endcncy dl-,
visions, -.is some hnd niitlclpat«>d, discov¬
ering that under- the existing· statute'
prescribing the.-remuneration of super-,
intendenti sufficient'jialary could not be
offered to. compensate, a competent man

..for the work-required,' and that the dis¬
tance to be. covered would, malte it im¬
practicable,. If riot impossible,-for a'man
to cover the territory required in any'
consolidation plan within the five mon tha
of the school term.
The other action of the board of great¬

est Interest was the adoption of a reso¬

lution drawn and offered by Professor C.
\V. Kent, of the University of Virginia,
designed to discourage participation in
partisan poltlcs by division' superintend¬
ents,· and favoring the selection to those
positions of men experienced In teaching.

SAN DOMINGO-REPUBLIC OF SANTO
DOMINGO. March 2..The news of the

postponement by the United States Senate

of action on the treaty with Santo Do¬

mingo makes the' situation here acute,
and an Internal' uprising seems to be Im¬

minent, based on the cry that President
Morales has heen discredited in the

United Rtates.
President Morale·; states that he is

prepared to pu*, down any revolution, but
that a more serious trotter. In his mind,
Is foreign complications, growing out of

Belgium's demands presented March 21st.
Belgium -vanta the customs receipts of

a port, of Santo Domingo to the extent
of f2.*>.S33 a month, according to * former

agreement, on which no payment has
been made, for three years. This first
demand Is construed as a direct result
of the failure of the treaty between the
United States and Santo Domingo. Pres¬
ident atórales anticipates demands from
other foreign powers, whloh he will be
helpless to resist. In the course of an

Interview with .the Associated Press,
President Morales, said:
"If is entirely possible that the United

Siates may have to send an ultimatum
here, on account of the Dominican gov-
tirnment's being unable, though not un¬
willing to pay tlie. sum» due.foreign na¬
tions unless the United States can procure
from foreign powers a postponement of
their demands. Otherwise' these demands
will bo pressed. I have no physical
or moral force to resist them."
With two IDomlnlcan ports now-in the

SIX KILLED. FOUR HURT

Number of Rescuers Overcome
by Foul Air.Second Dis¬

aster at Same Place.

PRINCUTON. IND., March 22,.Six
miners arc doari and four Injured, two
fatally, as ilio result of an explosion In
tho mine of tho Princeton Coal and Min¬
ing Company this afternoon; Thn dead
bodies wero rescued two.· hours after tho

explosion, tho delay being caused hy tho

Inability of tlio reseñéis lo combat after¬
damp. .The· injured wero brought to tho
Htiifaco thirty (ill? lites after ilio explo¬
sion. They were found heaped together
lu an unconscious state. When tlie ex¬

plosion occurred most of tho miners had
lofi the mine. Whether tlie explosión
was a prematuro shot or an overcharge
is not. known.
Within a short ttuio fifty women, rela¬

tives of tlie miners, surrounded the mouth
of Ihe shaft· and anxiously awaited eauh
ascension of the cage, The miners
worked heroically mid a number were
overcome hy the foul air which filled tin*
mine.
